A Wrecked Hero. 



Whore he camo from no ono mi tho 
littlo poHt vilhigo of Blairsville know. 
How ho cjiriio and what he then was, 
all at- a glatico plainly Haw. llo wan a 
gonnino tranij*, evidently made sncli 
by the [>otcnt power of King Alcohol ; 
and lie catne in the usual fashion of 
thoHO wjindcrerH, on foot, after a too- 
apparent long, dreary and painful 
walk of many miles. 

Hlairsviliu is situated in Fulton 
County, in tho South-eastern part of 
tho State of Pennsylvania. It is al- 
most entirely isolaUMl from the world 
by high mountains of the blue Uidge, 
whieh surnnind it ; and the only c<Hn* 
niunieation it has with the great bus- 
tling throngs of humanity outside its 
natural walls is a lumbering old stage, 
which tri wocdily hultH before its ta- 
vern door. Ho inaccesaiblo is it that 
(jven tramps are scarce ; and when he 
st(^}»ped into the bar-room of the 
'* Bla(;k Bejir," he received a kindlier 
greeting than is elsewhere customarily 
given to the? mcmibers of his class, 

lie was an old man, bent with the 
weight of years and sin and woe ; his 
garments were rags, and he was bun 
gry and thirsty ; but there ^was about 
11 im a pe(!uliar martial air, and a 
HouHithing that iibstinctively told the 
observer tliat he had— like many other 
unfortunates — .seem better days. At 
th(^ j»ar(i(Milar time when this tram[> 
appear(»d at tho door of tho lap-room 
of the tavern, its jolly landlord hap- 
pened to have more than his usinil 
supply of *' mountain dew" beneath 
his capacious vest, and hence ho was 
in a (It condition to be generous if not 
just.

The tratnp gratefully and eagerly 
a(!C(^pted tlio slielter and food thus 
offered, find from that day he became 
ft part ;;f and [)arcel of* *'the grMxl 
will and fixtures of the Black Hour 
Hotel." To be sure, his itccommoda- 



tions were not- palatial. lie slept in 
the barn in the summer and in an 
empty store-house in the winter. 
His food was of tho coarsest kind, and 
sometimes came very irregularly; for 
when **niine host'* was not seven- 
(Mghts full he was a hard, miserly 
mail. Hut still the tranij) got a good 
big drink of rum now and then — 
which he seemed to care more for 
than anything else — from travelers; 
and doubtless thinking that a very 
little was better than absolutely no- 
thing, ho contentedly stayed oti, wash 
ing the 8i)itoons and cleaning arouiul, 
doing the very roughest and dirtiest 
work. 

In tho course of time the tramp, or 
rather now no longer a tramp hut a 
general man of all hard and dirty 
work, became a great favorite with 
not only the regular customers and pa- 
trons ot the tavern but of the business 
men and leading lights of Hlairsvi^e. 
As has been noted, there was s(Hne- 
thing about him, even in all his de- 
gradation, which caused involunlary 
resjiect ; and his conversation, when 
he was sober, showed him to be a 
man of education and innate refine- 
ment, paradoxical as it may sound. 
Tiien be ]>ossessed a certain dignity 
and military bearing which made 
people wonder what ho had been.

by the good pe<»plc of Blairsville, and 
as such was known throughout the 
town.

But 
tliere, neath the tall trees of the 
mountain, covered with the sweet, 
wild flowers from God's own hand, 
far away from the rush and whirl of 
tho busy haunts of men, silent, alone, 
the unknown, sleeps the man whose 
voice once called thousands of heroes 
to arms, and wliose presence has led 
grand armies to victory I The- wind 
through the mountain forest sings hie 
mournful requiem, and the birds and 
wild ilowers now alone chant his 
praises and do him honor, ** After 
life's fitful fever, he sleeps well," 
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(hVoin tJifi XewlH>rryy S. C, Herald, Mq^ 24 ) 

In the language of a certain writer? 
*'I am a man, and nothing which re- 
liites to nijiu can be a matter of uncon- 
cern to me.'' I concur, I can't see 
enough of my fellow man at home, or 
his sister, or his brother, or other mem- 
bers of his family, therefore I go 
abroad. It is well, too, to tell of what 
one sees, it does good to other men and 
women. This time my impressions are 
altogether pleasant, and relate to the 
Deaf, Dumb and Blind Asylum, at Ce- 
dar Springs, Spartanburg County, un- 
der the kind and fostering care of Mr. 
N. F. Walker, and the (Uenn's Spring, 
nearby. The trip up the road, was 
made on Saturday, tho 12th, and 
from Alston, I was happy in being out- 
side of a liberal quantity of delicious 
buttermilk kindly provided by my good 
friend iMrs. Klkins. I accompanied a 
cousin from ('harleston, Mr, W. F. 
Strong, who wished to place his afflict- 
ed son in the first named Institution, 
dut who like most tender hearted pa- 
rents wanted to sec something of its 
inner workings before doing so,' Luck- 
ily w*e met Mr, Walker on the train, 
and h;\d tho advantage of becoming 
ac(piainted with him thus early in the 
day, and I think the trio were mntal- 
ly pleased with each other. Reaching 
the point of embarkation at half-past 
five, a score or more of bright girl 
mutes, of all sizes and types of beau- 
ty, greeted the arrival of their beloved 
preceptor. This not being in the pro- 
gramme, and the delight experienced 
in beholding such a bevy of happy, in- 
telligent girls, all animated and with 
sparkling eyes, and hands rapidly mov- 
ing in sign language, telling of their 
unbounded joy, completely captured 
me, I could have taken each and every 
one of them in my arms and kissed 
them, not only for their mothers but 
for myself. That meeting of princi- 
pal and pupils settled tho matter with 
cousin Strong, the evidence was strong 
and convincing as ** proofs of holy 
writ,'' he was satisfied that love was 
the base upon which the whole super- 
structure rested, and his son from that 
moment might consider himself a 
member of that happy family. A 
drive of a mile brought ns to the col- 
lege, a noble brick structure sufliciont- 
ly large to accommodate double ifs 
number of inmates. An early and 
appetizing supper, prayers in the spa- 
cious chapel, spoken for the blind, and 
in sign language for the mutes, by Mr. 
Walker, pleasant conversation after- 
wards with the ladies, including Miss 
Mamie Cline, and Miss Ella ' Shu- 
ford — the latter is remembered as liv- 
ing in Newberry when a child, and 
who had not foi^goiten the writer, 
made the day and nighty a pleasure 
long to be thought of. 

N*ext morning, Sunday, deliciously 
cool and invigorating, foMud me and 
the strong cousin out in tho atmo- 
sphere, enjoying the early morning 
landscape, with its ** sweet fields of 
living green," and grassy slopes, sup- 
plemented by a walk to the famous 
spring, and then a delicious breakfast, 
consisting of tinider steak of charac- 
ter unknown in Newberry, newly laid 
eg^s, delicate ham, coffee tit for the 
^ods, and other concomitants put the 
little party in splendid trim for a ride 
to (ilenu's Spring, This was accom- 
nlished through tlio kindness of Mr. 
Walker — the distance eight miles, A 
meeting with .several old friends — Mr. 
Wistar Simmon, as genial fnd plea- 
sant as of old, his two vsons, Jliss Jane 
Ballon, Mr. (loo. Smith, Maj, Glenn, 
Mr. Charlie Davis, and the two Zim- 
mermaus, a plentful supply of miuer- 
al water, a two hour chat,' a promise 
to repeat the visit and abide for a 



time, and we took a backward move- 
ment for Cedar Springs. A capital 
dinner — by the way this part of the 
system at this institution is fully up 
to and in keeping with everything 
done there — fitted me for the exercises 
of the afternoon, which consisted of a 
read sermon, and prayers both spoken 
and in sign language, by Mr. Walker, 
together with the reading by signs 
ami explanation of a Psalm by Mr. 
llughstou ; this was written on black- 
boards, and had to be memorized and 
produced on slates by the mutes next 
n\prning. It was my pleasure to see 
this done. Another good breakfast— 
they feed there — the kind and accom- 
plished Matron, Mrs. V. E. Walker, 
long since having discovered that the 
way to the heart lies through the sto- 
mach. After this meal, the different 
class rooms were visited, aiui we were 
delighted at the wonderful proficiency 
exhibited^ he bright, sunny faces of 
the mutes, and their rapid, animated 
responses, took mo captive, while my 
coz, wiping the dew from his eyes, 
whispered, ** enough, enough, this is 
the place forCJcorge." Surely, too, is 
it the place for every deaf, dumb and 
blind child in the State, and I make 
the appeal to parents to send their 
afflicted children there, with tho con- 
fident assurance of kind treatment 
and careful training. 

At the present time tliere are sixty 
pupils, of both sexes, and of all sizes 
and ages there. Eleven are blind, wi th 
two blind teachers, ^Ir. L. II. Cromer, 
in the literary department, an agree- 
able and intelligent gentleman, and 
Mr. II, W. Estes, professor of music. 
Besides these are four other teachers 
in the mute classes, viz: Mr. J, ^1, 
llughstou, already mentioned, who 
among his many other accompl i sli- 
me nt has the talent of mimicry in re- 
peating tho walk of all noted charac- 
ters he has ever seen. He showed me 
the walk of Mr. La'Uirop, the Herald 
printer, also my own and others; these 
were perfect representations. The 
next, Mr. D. S. Rogers. Both of these 
genticmen are handsome and have 
mute wives; Miss Annie Stevens, and 
Miss Eva Ballard, complete the num- 
ber. Miss B. is the teacher of articu- 
lation, a new feature, and her pupils 
are sjxiken to by lip signs, and articu- 
late distinctly and well ; tlie repeating 
of the LortPs Prayer, and tlw writing 
of my name, were most wonderful. 
This'is a labor of love, 

Mr. Walker, the principal, deserves 
the well done of the country, and we 
cannot but tfiink that the noble insti- 
tution over which he presides merits a 
more generous and liberal approi>ria- 
tion from the State than it receives. 

I had nearly forgotten one of the 
ploiisantest features of this entirely 
pleasant visit, in the surprise afforded 
by a grand o[>en air performance by 
tlW4>rass band under the leadership of 
Mr. Estes. Three of the band were 
mites of the boys not much bigger 
than the instrument thev played. 
Two of them were sons of ^tr. Walk- 
er, who are blessed with sight and 
s{>eoch, the others were blind. The 
music made, though on empty 
stomachs before the early morning 
meal, was capital, and much better 
than other performances I have heard. 

One mite said he could blow better 
if he hail breakfast. I asked the 
drummer, a tall, nervous lad, if he 
had '*any music in his soul," and his 
reply was an emphatic **yes, sir." I 
might say more of this institution, 
but space wnll not admit other than to 
say that the visit was an experience of 
unbounded delight.

EoiTOK Joihxal: — Please allow me 
to write somotliiiig about the proposed 
Catholic Soeiety in your j)aper, at the 
earnest solicitation of the mutes of the 
said religicn. It will be remembered 
that 'Mustioe No. 1 and 2 " wrote 
some time ago saying that they ex- 
pe<aed a Buiti,ble room in the vicinity 
of the Church of St John, whicli is 
centrally located at Thirteenth and 
Ciiestnut Streets. Sucli was the case, 
but much to the disappointment of 
tlie promoters, the room could not be 
obtained on account of its being en- 
gaged for every evening. However, 
they did not abandon their continual 
labor. Nor did the liov. Father 
Brerman. The latter gentleman 
knowing the motto "Perseverance 
conquers all obstacles,'' had a long 
conversation with the board of direc 
tors of the Philopatian Hall, which is 
situated at Twelfth Street below Wal- 
nut, in regard to giving the use of a 
room to the Catholic mutes who 
intend organizing the society. The 
hoard of directors (after due considera- 
tion) approved of his earnest solicita- 
tion. Kev, Brennan notified Mr. Jas. 
E. Morony of the brilliant succ<*hk, 
and the latter called on him, and had 
a talk with him, and told Kev. 
Brennan that the mutes would be on 
hand at the hall on the 29th of May, 
1883 (Tuesday last). Last Wednes 
day evening, the mutes being special- 
ly notified, began to pour into the hall 
hall in a cheerful mood. They in- 
tended to organ!/. 3 a permanent so- 
ciety at once, but after due eonsi<lera- 
tion, they concludeci to make it a 
gocial gathering in order to become 
acquainted with those who may choose 
to come. Hi they did, Ilev. Brennan 
made a hw remarks to them, which 
were translated into signs by our 
great favorite and UHoful professor, 
Mr. A-L. K. Crouter. In part of his 
address, he said that the board of 
directors sjioke eneouragingly of the 
mute society ; therefore, they allowed 
the mntes to use one of the rooms, in 
case they would accede to the rules of 
the hall. The library-room has two 
thousand books, and the mutes will 
beprivilized to use them, and even 
the hall has fivo billard tables and one 
pool table, chess, eheckers, arrd the 
boards in all will be fully wel- 
come to the mutes. The mutes made 
a tour of inspection around the hall.

After passing through iiu- rrnirai 
gate and following a zig-zag road 
through a hea.utiful park, !he Man- 
sion was reached. 

The iMansion is built of liriek, 
covered with cement in the imitation 
(.>f stone, and is imposing in appear- 
ance. In front, there is a large 
portico, oniainentcd hy eight Dorics 
columns, and from this the view of 
Wa.shingt()n, the Pot(una,c and the 
surrouiuling country, can hardly be 
exiHdle«i in beauty. 

The rooms of the house are very 
large, with very tall ceilings. Th*e 
walls are now ornainented with maps 
and pictures of battle lleldsof the 
late war. \\\ the rear of the Mansion 
are several houses used as kitchens, 
spnng-houses, slave quarters, etc.

force constantly asserted itself in iversonal con- 
tlicts, family feuds, and in war« Ixith civil and in- 
ternational. But potent jis this force is, that of 
peace is still stronger, and W'oolsev does not mis- 
represent the spirit of the NinetVentli Century 
when he says, "Teace is the normal stAto of 
uuinkind, just as society and orderly government 
are natural: and war, 'like barbarism, nuist be 
regard e<i as a departure from the natural order 
of things." 

UtHHmuting the gigantic evils of war, the lec-

if we can, then we may lay down the ix>stulate that 
civilization cannot be regarded as perfect until 
war has been banished from the eartli forever.

The Code on which the Brotherhood of Nations 
may be based, after providing for all ordinary 
peaceful international intercourse, need do no- 
thing more than prescribe a stated and regular me- 
thod which, for any possible case of disagreement 
between nations, a special tribunal may be con- 
stituted for the settlement of that particular dis- 
putes . 

In oouicluding, he said tho first practical stop 
for the attainment of permanent ^>eace in the 
world, must be to secure a general reduction of 
the HtAUding armies of Euroi>e, and that the pre-' 
sent time was auspicious. He illustrated the 
friendly feeling existing between the United 
States and England at the present time, and 
(^uoteti the following from a speech by Sir 
Edward Archibald, who for twentv-t\ve vears ha« 
been Consul-General of (ireat Britain* at New 
York, a few weeks ago, which was delivered at 
a complimentary diiuier given by prominent citi- 
zens as a mark of resixnU and to afford an op- 
portunity of showing their appreciation of his 
distinguished public services : 

** And when, sir, at the close of the centennial 
celebration at Yorktown, bv order of the honor- 
ed President of the United States, the SUm and 
8tnpos— that flag which, next to the Red Cross 
of St. George, I honor and reverence above all 
the banners on earth™ when that glorious flag 
was lowered, and, in its stead, the British en- 
sign was hoisted on every llag-staff and at the 
mast-head of every ship in the adjat>.ent waters 
amid tho thunder of artillery— an international 
courtesy , under the circumstances, more touch- 
ing, I think, than any recordeil in history— then, 
sir, may we coul'idently l>elicve that with tlie 
dying echo of that salute there passed away then 
and forever every vestige of unfriendly feeling 
which liad previously been engendereil between 
two great and friendly nations. " 

More marked attention was given 
to this Icctnre than any pre v ions ones 
we have ever attended.

A. With the most exquisite pleasure. 
The Deaf Mutes' Mutual iienelit Astocla- 
tion was incorporat<Ml in conformity with 
the Insurance laws of the State of New 
York during the winter of 1H82-J), having 
Its articles (»f incorporation filed in the 
oUices of the Hecretary of Htate and the 
(bounty ('lerk of Osw«»go C-ounty. 

The objects of the Associatifm are three- 
fold, viz.^ I. To insure the lives of the 
deaf, and the deaf and dumb, most of whom 
are unable to insure with other ccmipauies 
or associations. 2. To insure not only 
those two classes of people, but hearing 
people also. 4. Last, but by no means least, 
to i>rovide for tbe future necessities of 
tlie wives, widows, ori)lians, or other 
friends of all who procure policies from 
the Association. 

Not only 7mde8 are admitted, but the 
door of admittance to our Association 
also stands "ajar" for the benefit 
of female members. This Association 
makes no exceptions In favor of either of 
tbe sexes. After a projier medical examina- 
tion is pfissed in favor of the a[)plicant, a 
favorable certificate from the examining 
jdiysicians entitles th*^ applicant, by pay- 
ment of the initiatory fee of 15.00, and an 
advance assessment in proportitm to his or 
her age, to a certificate of membersliip in 
the Associaticm. The ndvaiKH^ assessments 
are made in order to provide for the first 
death loss wliicli nuiy occur; and, to provide 
the treasury with ready funds with whicli 
to adjust succeeding death -losses, im- 
mcMliately upon tb« deatli of a member, 
each membt^r of the Association will 
be assessed as provided for In the by-laws. 

Unlike oth<^r assessment associations 
which collect (|uarterly dues from each of 
their members of from $1 lo 11.50, $2 00, 
i2.50, (»r $0.00, added t<» from f (1. 00 to 
110.00 initiatory fees, tbe Deaf Mutes' 
Mutual Beniifit Associaticm reciulres only a 
$5.00 initiat<iry fet% au<l 7io other dues save 
in case <jf death c>f a meml»er, provided for 
by tbe by-laws, excej>t in rare cas<^, and in 
case of our annual dues of $1.00. The 
reason why our ass*»ssments are so low, is 
because we have no liigh-salarled officers to 
enrich themiielves from Its treasury at the 
expense of tbe members. Tlie only paid 
odlcer of the Assoeiation is the HiMiretary- 
treasurer, and he is only paid for time and 
lalwir actually spent and rendered. 

Associations which do not, like ours, 
require annual dues, collect uiuch higher 
assessment rates, aggregating to tlieir 
nu^mbers a much greater total expense than 
ours, their assi'ssment ranging from $1.00 
to $H.(K) or more per member, whereas our 
assessment not*^s, an per schedule, are but 
from $0.50 t<i $2.50. No life association 
<"an be found in America worked u[)on R 
better plan, or at so small expense to mem- 
bers as ours. 

When we attain to a memhershlp of 3,- 
5(K>, which we so<m hhall, If every available 
deaf and hearing man and woman will be- 
come members, we shall pay each and every 
death-loss the full amount of $11,000. Un- 
til that time arrives we shall pay death- 
losses, immediately upon [troper jtroof of 
the death of a member, the amcnmt of once 
the Ht;h(Mlule rate of assessment upon each 
member of the Ass<M!iation. 

The difference in cost in favor of our As- 
sf»ciation, compared with thiw»l^ line com- 
panies, in a few years, amounts tc» a sum 
which will enable many a man or woman to 
pursue their ad*)pte<l occupation without 
the fears and realities of |>overty unefjual to 
the payment of tlieir del>tH, the foreclosure 
of mortgages, bankruptcy and abject ]K)verty 
- perhaps ending with almshouse life and 
<leath. 

We need not multiply words farther.
